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Council Discusses Referendum, 
Motion Detector, Belle Point Sign

Questions over wording of the 
referendum on the annexation of 
Parkside showed that this issue 
was still a source of controversy 
before the final referendum reso- 
lution was approved at the Janu- 
ary 11 Greenbelt City Council 
meeting. Council also approved 
the hiring of an outside law firm 
to represent the city in action to 
prevent the widening of 
Edmonston Road. A lengthy dis- 
cussion preceded approval of a 
temporary outside advertising 
sign at Belle Point and council 
learned more about a motion sen- 
sor device and its use in police 
safety. 

Parkside Annexation 

The vote on the referendum 
on the Parkside annexation, 
scheduled for March 9, engen- 
dered a great deal of discussion 
by the mayor, - city 
councilmembers, and a few in the 
audience who voiced opposition 
to the current proposed wording. 
Several Greenbelt. residents felt 
that the language was both one- 
sided and unnecessary in the ex- 
plafatory note accompanying the 
question on the referendum. In 
particular they thought that lan- 
guage describing Parkside as an 
area of single family homes con- 
tiguous to the city of Greenbelt 
and surrounded on three sides by 
Greenbelt Park would put the is- 
sue in a more favorable light to 
voters. . 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
jerts agreed. He wanted council 
to change the language or at least 
add a map to information in the 
voting booth. Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull suggested that. if 
voters believe the language is in- 
appropriate, that’s reason enough 


to reconsider and look for a com- 
promise. He suggested deletion 
of much of the language in the 
three-sentence explanation. Nei- 
ther suggestion was adopted. 
Councilmember Tom White 
spoke in favor. of more, rather 
than less, explanation. He 
thought the statement was factual 
and useful to _ voters. 
Councilmember Ed Putens felt 
the discussion had reached a “nit- 
picking” stage and both he and

Mayor Judith Davis, along with 
White, voted for the language as 
originally submitted, with dele- 
tion of the word “community.” 

The final language of the ex- 
planation note as approved by 
council now reads: “Parkside is 
a subdivision of 31 detached 
single family homes contiguous 
to the City of Greenbelt. It is 
located on the northside of Good 
Luck Road. The property is sur- 
rounded on three sides by 
Greenbelt Park -and, on the 
southside by Good Luck Road. 
It includes the streets of Crest 
Park Drive, Magnolia Hill Lane 
and Camillo Court.” 

This language follows the ba- 
sic question of whether the city 
should enlarge its existing corpo- 
rate. boundaries by annexing ap- 
proximately 7.70 acres referred to 
as the Parkside subdivision, 
which adjoins the existing south- 
ern corporate boundary of the 
city. Annexation of Parkside 
was Originally approved by coun- 
cil a few months ago.

Greenbelt Couple Launch 
Bilingual Children’s Book

On a cool spring night last 
March, Greenbelt resident Lisa 
Rodriguez dreamt about animals 
with child-like characteristics who 
visit the circus and enjoy them- 
selves so much they join it. Nine 
months later, the dream comes 


true—in the form of a children’s 


“Bopo Joins the Circus,” a Vi- 


brantly illustrated book with 


Spanish translations appearing be- 
low the English text, familiarizes 


seven-to-10-year olds with two 
languages while teaching them a 
moral lesson through the turtle 
Bopo and his friends, two cats 


and a physically challenged rabbit. 


Before publishing “Bopo,” Lisa 


and her husband David studied 


the bilingual books on the market 
and were not impressed by their 


quality. None ofthe materials 
had a word translation guide, and 


others contained poor illustrations 


and language. To bring the dream 
to fruition, the couple combined 
4 


their talents: Lisa wrote and il- 
lustrated the book, and David 
translated and edited the text, 
along with providing the techni- 
cal expertise. Their complemen- 
tary backgrounds prepared them 
for the project. 

Lisa studied communications 
at North Carolina A&T Univer- 


sity in Greensboro and worked as — 


a broadcast reporter in Greens- 
boro and in Tallahassee, Florida. 
A graduate of the University of 
Maryland, David, who speaks 
fluent Spanish, is an electrical 
engineer for the Department of 
Defense. When the Rodriguezes 
discovered that most leading pub- 
lishers would take 90 percent of 
the profits and own all rights to 
the book, BOPO Bilingual Books 
was born, and “Bopo” was its 
first baby. 

“It’s really a blessing,” says 
Lisa. “God laid this out for me. 
It’s an opportunity to help chil- 
dren.” .

petition drive netted over 3,500 
Signatures, causing the issue to be 
put before the public for a vote. 

City Clerk David Moran indi- 
cated that everything was on 
track for the March 9 vote and 
that he had already scheduled 
some of the preliminary meetings 
and procedures which must pre- 
cede the referendum vote. 

Motion Detector 

Next on the agenda was a pre- 
sentation by Brian Choper, presi- 
dent of Marketing Strategies, Inc., 
who has-helped develop and is 
now marketing a new product, a 
motion detector for cars. Choper, 
a Greenbelt resident, had brought 
this product to the city’s attention 
earlier as a safety device — to 
alert drivers to objects when ve- 
hicles are backing up. The Mini 
3 Car Reversing Aid is a small 
radar system which emits a noise 
as well as projects information 
showing the distance of an object 
from the car. When Choper first 
introduced the safety device to 
the Police Department, Sgt. 
James Parker saw the potential of 
the motion detector to alert police 
officers to those approaching po- 
lice vehicles from the rear. 
Choper and Parker worked 
closely together to refine the unit 
for this purpose. After some 
modification and testing on city 
cars, the device proved effective 
for both its original purpose and 
to serve as a safety warning sys- 
tem in police cars. 

Now Choper is requesting ap- 
proval to use the city’s endorse- 
ment, its logo, and other support- 
ing information in a national safety 
campaign. Councilmembers 
spoke enthusiastically about 
the product, Choper’s and 
Parker’s work in refining the 
sensor, and the potential to 
avoid accidents, prevent injuries 
and potentially save lives. 
However, council requested more 
information about how the city’s 
endorsement and logo would be

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Bomb Threats Send Students into Sleet

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School students won’t soon forget 
the bone-chilling morning: of 
January 14. Twice the students 
and faculty were forced to evacu- 
ate the school because of bomb 
threats. Rain and sleet were fall- 
ing on the school grounds when 
the first warning occurred. About 
9:05 a.m., a caller to 911 alerted 


- the dispatcher that three bombs 


had been placed in three of 
Roosevelt’s bathrooms. 

“AS a precautionary measure, 
students who were already in 
school (classes regularly begin at 
9:30 a.m.) were evacuated,” said 
Greenbelt police Corporal David 
Buerger, Roosevelt’s full-time 
School Resource Officer. He ex- 
plained, “The school’s security 
team and I checked the bath- 
rooms and found nothing.” After 
a short time outdoors, students 
and faculty, many without coats, 
returned to their classrooms. 

It was not long after this inci- 
dent, however, that fire alarms 
sounded a second evacuation at 
about 9:30 a.m. Buerger re- 
counted that a student had dis- 
covered a suspicious object taped 
under a desk. Other students, al- 
ready shaken by the earlier inci- 
dent, shouted, “It’s a bomb!” 
This time the total student popu- 
lation of over 3,000 and faculty, 
most without coats, walked out of 
the school in orderly fashion into 
the freezing rain. Responding to 
the scene were the Greenbelt and 
County Police, the County Fire 
Department and the Bomb Squad. 

Buerger reported, “Once we 


realized that the situation was go- 
ing to be complex and we would 
be out on the slick school 
grounds for a long ‘period, Dr. 
Gerald Boarman, Roosevelt’s 
Chief Executive Officer, notified 
the school bus lot and asked for 
“buses to get everyone out of the 
inclement weather.” This was 
done while the interior of the 
school was searched. About 11 
a.m., the all-clear signal sounded 
and everyone returned to their 
classrooms. The suspicious ar- 
ticle found by the student was 
described as a fake toy-like ob- 
ject. 

However, several injuries were 
caused by falls on the ice. One 
student suffered an asthma attack; 
another person fainted. 

Buerger praised students and 
staff for their cooperation: “We 
are blessed with an administration 
and faculty who are very good 
and strict. This makes for an ex- 
cellent partnership between the 
school and police.” The 
Greenbelt Police Department, he 
said, has the matter under inves- 
tigation. 

Buerger noted that any student 
found to be involved in a-bomb 
threat faces a “two-pronged pen- 
alty.” One is a civil matter, 
where the student is entitled to a 
hearing by the school board and 
where the student could be ex- 
pelled. The other, Buerger said, 
is a criminal charge by the police 
for “disruption of school activities 
and for a false report of a bomb 
threat.” The latter has a penalty 
that carries a $10,000 fine and up 
to 10 years of incarceration.

Lucille Boyer Lushine 


Lucille Boyer Lushine, 88, a 
50-year resident of Greenbelt, 
died January 15 at Shady Grove 
Adventist Nursing Home.

Longtime Greenbelter 
Mildred Ressler Hieber died of 
heart failure on January 9. 

Born in Wilkensburg, Penn- 
sylvania in 1914, she graduated 
from the public high school 
system after having been ad- 
vanced a half year ahead of her 
class.

Cox tried a similar approach by 
placing the Courtezan, the 
woman who was paid to entertain 
men, in a red turn-of-the-century 
gown versus a period costume. 
He also had the attendants who 
took away Antipholus in white 
lab coats. 

Competent Acting 

Another technique Cox em- 
ployed to accomplish this crazi- 
ness was to rely on colorful, 
skillful, and competent acting.

used, how widespread the cam- 
paign would be, and what the 
city’s relationship with the com- 
pany would be in a profit-making 
venture. When Roberts asked 
about revenue return to the city, 
Choper indicated that discounts 
and other attractive purchasing 
options for the device could be 
arranged. 

_ The unit sells for approxi- 
mately $300 installed. Putens 
thought the city should move 
carefully but that it was another 
opportunity for Greenbelt to lead 
the way in safety and civic ser- 
vice to the Metro community. 
Staff was directed to research fur- 
ther the possibilities and to report 
back to council. In appreciation 
for their work, the mayor and 
City Manager Mike McLaughlin 
presented coffee cups and certiff- 
cates of appreciation to Choper 
and Parker. 

Sign at Belle Point 

After a lengthy discussion cov- 
ering virtually all aspects of the 
request, council approved a re- 
quest for a temporary 10' by 8' 
sign along the American Legion 
Drive to advertise the Belle Point 
Commercial development. The 
owner of the property has re- 
quested assistance in marketing 
his site. He intlicated that poor 
visibility of the site had not 
helped in his efforts to attract 
tenants and that repeated ads in 
several papers had not generated 
customers.

Af- 
ter that time, staff will evaluate 
and council will need to recon- 
sider extending approval if re- 
quested.

Lake Watershed | 

Community Planner Terri 
Hruby proposed postponement of 
three of the five construction 
projects originally planned to be 
undertaken as part of the 
Greenbelt Lake Water Quality Im- 
provement Projects this year. 
Among those was enlargement of 
the Roosevelt Center/St. Hugh’s 
culvert, the Hillside Road outfall, 
and the First Station Level 
Spreader. The city’s in-kind con- 
tribution to the $100,000 match- 
ing grant from the Maryland De- 
partment of the Environment has 
fallen short of expectations. To 
deal with the shortfall, Hruby rec- 
ommended that remaining funds 
be applied to a priority project, 
the Greenbelt Lake forebay im- 
provement, to increase the flow 
path through the forebay and to 
carry out dredging to remove 
sediment. The city could seek 
funding later for the other 
projects. 

Turnbull objected to this prior- 
ity, suggesting that the other 
projects should be done first, 
since they would continue to cre- 
ate runoff problems which show 
up in the forebay. 
Councilmembers thought that the 


whole package made the best 
sense and Putens recommended — 
and council approved unanimously 
— that the city allocate the needed 


‘funds of approximately $41,000 in 


next year’s fiscal budget to begin 
construction over the summer on 
all five projects. 

Widening of Edmonston 

Council unanimously approved 
“the city’s continuing opposition to 
the widening of Edmonston Road 
from Cherrywood Lane _ to 
Sunnyside Avenue through a pro- 
cedure called a contested case. The 
Maryland Department of the Envi- 
ronment (MDE) had earlier ap- 
proved a permit requested by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture to 
displace wetlands to add two lanes 
to Edmonston Road. MDE will not 
address opposition to a permit un- 
til it has been approved. 

After this action, a contested 
case hearing is convened to hear 
from those in opposition. Manzi 
recommended that the city hire 
outside counsel experienced in 
wetlands issues and lifigation and 
identified a firm to represent 
Greenbelt in this matter. That firm 
has experience at the federal level 
with the EPA and in representing 
firms in the private sector in many 
contested hearing cases. Manzi in- 
dicated that this would be only the 
first step needed to oppose the 
Edmonston. Road project.

PTA Issues 

There was a general discus- 
sion by those present of prob- 
lems associated with decreasing 
parent participation in the schools 
and the PTAs, as well as a feel- 
ing that some schools are not as 
welcoming of PTAs as others. 
Keller, from St. Hugh’s, com- 
mented that voluntarism is not as 
much of a problem at their 
school as there is mandatory 
voluntarism and adults in each 
family are required to devote 30 
hours per year to the school. 
This brought on a discussion of 
how voluntarism might be man- 
dated in public schools. 

Another specific topic ad- 
dressed the issue of very high 
student turnover rates at SHL 
combined with large class sizes. 
Overcrowding was a concern of 
all the public school PTAs. 
They questioned how can PTA’s 
get their concerns heard._ Ed 


Putens, City Council Member 
and liaison to ACE, recom- 
mended that parents, students, 
and concerned citizens attend the 
legislative hearings en masse to 
make ‘their voices heard. Mach 
indicated that to date, ACE has 
recommended two areas for the 
City Council to support to the 
state legislature regarding educa- 
tion issues -increased teacher 
salaries and the rehiring of re- 
tired teachers to mentor newer 
teachers. 

The issue of the establishment 
of a French Immersion Program 
at ERHS was touched on briefly. 
Mach indicated that ACE had not 
been asked to become involved in 
this issue, but that the committee 
is generally not in favor of pro- 
grams that bring additional stu- 
dents to ERHS, a school already 
very overcrowded. 

Kirk reported that the ERHS 
PTA in conjunction with the 
school is hoping to have a com- 
munity-wide meeting in March 
with Lt. Governor Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend to launch the 
ethics education program.

Boundary Changes Set 


The Prince George’s County

Starpower May Bring GHI

What one thing would make 
Greenbelt Homes Inc (GHI) a 
high tech place to live? How 
about the installation of a fiber 
optic network allowing for local 
and long distance telephone, 
cable television, and intérnet ac- 
cess, all in one bundle. Well, it 
may be coming and it may. be 
coming soon. It’s called 
Starpower Communications and it 
could be in place this year. GHI 
will have high tech even before 
‘he millenium! 

When the GHI Board of Di- 
rectors met on Thursday, January 
14, topics ranged from high tech 
communications to replacing 
phone lines to the policy for yard 
restoration after GHI has done 
work in a member’s yard. 

Starpower Communications 

Starpower Communications is 
a joint venture between PEPCO 
and RCN Corporation, a New 
Jersey-based telecommunications 
company. They already provide 
services to Washington, D.C. 
residents and have recently signed 
an agreement-to serve the city of 
Gaithersburg. “Communities like 
Greenbelt are especially attractive 
to Starpowér because of our 
population density andthe need 
for the services that the company 
provides,” according to Gretchen 
Overdurff, GHI general manager. 

According to Starpower litera- 
ture, their cable television in- 
cludes a non-satellite 96 channel 
basic package with all local pro- 
gramming “for only $31.95.” 
Discounts would apply for those 
subscribing to other Starpower 
services such as internet access or 
local and long distance telephone 
service. 

Starpower uses PEPCO’s exist- 
ing 350 miles long network of fi- 
ber optic wires currently in place. 
In GHI, PEPCO lines for each 


row go from overhead poles to 


the junction box, and from the 
box to individual homes. “The 
process would be similar to the 
phone lines now in place,” said 
Eldon Ralph, director of physical 
plant for GHI. 

Starpower bears all costs to 
provide the infrastructure and fi- 
ber network. Residents are free 
to choose any or none of the ser- 
vices provided by Starpower, or 
to remain with those of competi- 
tors. 

Installation of this network 
would result in minimal disrup- 
tion to the homeowner since most 
of the fiber optic connections 
would be done through PEPCO’s 
existing infrastructure. Inside 
connections would be reviewed 
and approved by GHI before any 
work could take place. 


Local Dentist Helps

GHI was “state-of-the-art” 
when it was built in 1937, ac- 
cording to board member Chuck 
Hess, and if this goes through, “it 
will be state-of-the-art again.’

Before any installation 
could take place, the city would 
have to approve and public hear- 
ings would take place. 

Bell Atlantic Line 

Bell Atlantic phone lines in 
the north end, at 5 Laurel Hill 
Road and 65 Ridge, will be re- 
placed beginning in May. Bell 
Atlantic has received complaints 
about poor service in this area, 
which they attribute to faulty 
cable. New copper cable, not fi- 
ber optic lines, will be placed in 
trenches alongside the old lines, 
some of which will go under- 
neath sidewalks. GHI will have a 
say in how things will be done. 

Yard Restoration Policy 

The yard restoration policy, 
last revised in July 1996, was dis- 
cussed and will be revised to 
state explicitly what staff will do 
when yards need to be dug up to 
replace sewers, repair swales, or 
remove old oil tanks. : 

The current policy is that 
members are responsible for re- 
moving plantings and landscaping 
features such as timbers, borders, 
brick patios, and for putting them 
back afterward. If a member 
cannot or will not do it, GHI 
then does the removal before 
work begins. When the work is 
completed, in some instances 
GHI must hire a contractor to. re- 
store the yard to ifs pre-work 
state. Whether or not this hap- 
pens depends on several factors, 
including the state of the yard 
beforehand, the willingness’ or 
ability of members to do the 
work themselves, and the skill 
needed to restore the yard. Re- 
placement of patios, especially 
brick, present the biggest chal- 
lenge. 

The current policy requiring 
members to do the work is not 
being followed consistently, so 
the question to the board was 


whether to enforce the policy or. 


to revise it. This year’s budget 
has provided $18,000 for yard 
restoration, double the amount for 
previous years. If the policy is 
revised to have GHI do the work, 
more money will be needed. 
Discussion brought up several 
issues. In some instances patios 
have been placed in service side 
yards, without permission, cover- 
ing utility lines. Oftentimes this 
had been done by former mem- 
bers no longer living in the unit, 
but the patio was never cited on

resale inspections. The question 
then becomes, who is respon- 
sible: GHI or the current mem- 
ber? 

“GHI spends $100,000 on 
trees but cringes at the thought 
of spending $18,000 to restore 
the best looking yards in the 
community,” director Bill Phelan 
reminded his colleagues. “It’s a 
service issue. People don’t mind 
an increase in fees if they get the 
services they want.” 

Hess agreed with Phelan, not- 
ing that “yard restoration is good 
for resales and member rela- 
tions.” Director Susan Ready 
noted that $100,000 had been 
budgeted for trees because some 
older ones are in danger of fall- 
ing. She further asked if the 
member whose yard contains 
only “weeds and grass” would 
want to pay to restore “a yard 
full of flowers.” 

The majority of the board 
agreed it is important to provide 
a high level of service, especially 
when members are inconve- 
nienced by having their yards 
dug up. Staff will amend the 
policy to bring it in line with 
points raised by the board. It 
will then be brought back before 
the board for approval.
